GIANT POLICE SIRENS 
WILL WELCOME WILSON 


NEW YORK PLANS NOISY SET- 
TING FOR PRESIDENT TO 
DAUNCH IAMAN.

(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.-—Prepara- 
tions were completed tonight to 
give President Wilson the most 
rousing reception in the city’s his- 
tory when he comes here tomorrow 
night to open the fourth Liberty 
Loan campaign with an addréss in 
the Metropolitan Operahouse. 

Officials of the Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee of the New Fork Federal 
Reserve District are confident the 
city will sweep past its $1,300,000,- 
000 quota of the 86.000,00, %%% loan 
early in the campaign and wilt pile 


up a comfortable over-subscription. 

The President's arrival will be 
heralded by what tse expected to be 
the greatest din New York ever 
made. Fifteen police sirens, set up 
for use in case of an air raid, will 


the first time at 7:30 p.m. At 8 
o'clock thousands of steamer and 
factory. whistles and church bells 
will join in the chorus and the city 
will be illuminated with red flares. 

The city will be “bombed” by one 
of the new American-made Caproni 
machines as the actual selling of 
bonds starts Saturday morning. The 
Giant bomber, which was tested at 
Mineola recentiv, will fly over the 
city, “protected” by two Neuiport 
battle planes. The Caproni will be 
driven by Lieut. Julian Parvis. 
Italian aviator: with him will fly 
Capt. Hugo d’Annunzio, son of the 
Tiallan poet, and Lieut. Testoni. 

They will be directed by Capt. 
Bevions of the Malian aviation mis- 
sion to the United ajes. The 
combat planes will be driven by 
Capt. Jacques Boyriven and Ideut. 
Gorges Fiachaire, under the direc- 
tion of Mai. Beroetta of the French 
aviation mission. 

At 9 a.m. Saturday the avenue of 
the Allies’ will be opened in Fifth 
avenue with the unfurling of flags 
of all the Allies on biocks desig- 
nated one for each Allied nation.

Likewise, the Turks in Pal- 
estine are sadly harassed by the 
forces of the British Gen. Allen- 
by, and the tribesmen of the 
King of the Hedjas. Almost sur- 
rounded east of the Jordan, the 
Turks are frantically endeavor- 
ing to extricate themselves from 
the converging Allied forces. 
From the east and south the 
British are driving the Otto- 
mans northward and coming 
south to meet the enemy and 
to crush him between the two 
Allied lines are the Arabs. 
Seemingly, with all tHe crossings 
of the Jordan now in Allied 
hands, the Turkish Fourth 
Army has little chance to es- 
cape. 

Taken in conjunction with 
the Allied offensive, which has 
materially bent back the Ger- 
man front in Flanders, Artois 
and Picardy, and along the 
Aisne. the new drive of Marshal 
Foch in the south will bear im- 
portant fruit if it meets with 
success. 

Driving northward, the en- 
tire western battle front would 
be shaken and of necessity be 
compelled to readiust itself. 
Lateral railway lines of great 
importance to the German post- 
tions between Laon and Verdun 
Ne directly in the path of the 
advancing Franco-American 
ferees. Vouziers, an important 
railway junction on the 
line from Laon to Metz, 
twelve miles north of Servon, 
which already is in the hands of 
the French. 

AMERICAN GAINS. 

The Americans, through the 
capture Gercourt, northwest 
of Verdun, are in the Messe- 
villy, which leads northward to 
Sedan, and a little farther west 
at Varennes, have won the Alre 
Valley. which winds‘in a north- 


‘westerly direction to Vouziers. A 


successful advance along these 
two Valleys for any appreciable — 
distance would be disastrous to 


the German lines from the North 


Sea to the Swies frontier. 
Northwest of Verdun, Mont- 
faucon, a German strong point 
of great resisting power, is said 
to in American hands, as 
likewise are several other vil- 


lages between the Meuse and the 
Alre. 


Around St. Quentin both the 
British and French armies have 
made further advances against 
the Germans, and repulsed 
heavy counter-attacks, In Flan- 
ders and also near Arras, the 
British have advanced their 
fronts. 

Railway lines of great im- 
portance to the German post- 
tions between Laon and Ver- 
dun lie directly in the path of 
the advancing Franco-Ameri- 
can forces. Vouzleres, an im- 
portant railway junction on the 
main lie from Laon to Metz, 
is but elve miles north of 
Servon, Avhich already is in the 
hands / of the French. The 
battle line passes through the 
Argonne Forest, about nine 
miles south of where there is a 
wide break in the wood and 
hill country. 

The new Allied thrust in the 
west comes on a front which 
has not been very active since 
the Germans fatled to advance 
in Champagne in the defeated 
offenalwe of July 15, east and 
west of Rheims. French sol- 
diers are attacking in Cham- 
pagne, which runs from Rheims 
eastward to the Argonné, wert 
of Verdun. The Americans 
are moving forward east of the 
Champagne simultaneously with 
Gen. Petain’s men. 

Great possibilities might re- 
sult from a succes®ful Allied 
advance on the front east of 
Rheims, as the German com- 
munications would de severed 
and the formidable enemy post- 
tion from Arras to Laon en- 
dangered with the important 
southerh end outfienked. The 
length of the attacking front is 
not disclosed, but it may pos- 
sibly lie from Rheims eastward 
past Verdun to southwest of 
Metz.

IN BULGARIA. 


(Continued from First Rage.)

RACE FOR BASE. 

The reports indicated that the 
Serbians who have cut the Ger- 
mano - Bulgarian communications 
are joining in the Allied race for 
Uskub. 

Serbian troaps reached the out- 
skirts of Ishtib, an important Bul- 
garian base, Tuesday, save a Serbian 
official statement dated Wednesday. 


Elsewhere east of the Vardar the 
Serbians have made important 
gains. 


The official statement reads: 
“On September 24 Serbian troaps 
achieved a very important success 
on the left bank (east) of the 
Vardar. We reached Krivolak and 
the outskirts of Iehtib (eighteen 
miles east of Veles on the Vardar 
and thirty-elght miles northeast of 
Prilep.) 

“In this region we captured a: 
colonel commanding «„ Bulgarian 
régiment and a considerable num- 
ber of prisoners as well as four 
howitzers, three mountain guns, 
100 horse wagons with teams and 
material. 

“Gradsko station, which was de- 
fended by Germans, has fallen into 
our hands with enormous quanti- 
ties of buppliies, including nineteen 
gune, mostiy heavy ones of 210 
millimeters. To the number of 
prisoners we already hed faken, we 
added two German officers and sev, 
eral soldiers. 

“On the right of Prilep our troops 
have obtained very fine results. Near 
Izvor (fifteen miles north of 
Prilep) we are pursuing the enemy 
who is completely routed and in re- 
treat. There, too, a great number 
of wagons with material, has fal- 
len Into our hands. 

“An enemy battery which at- 
tempted to take up a position in 
order to come into action was at- 
tacked by our machine guns. e 
men were killed and the guns were 
captured. A complete German ma- 
chine-gun section ae was made 
prisoner. 

“These Germans complained that 
the Bulgarians had abandoned them 
intentionally and said that the Ger- 
mans had continually compelled the 
Bulgarians by threats of opening 
fire on them to return to the fighting

“At the Bulgarians 
burned their depots and the fires 
spread to a hospital with the re- 
sult that more than 100 Bulgarian 
wounded perished. A horse hospital 
aleo was destroyed in the fire.

“It is confirmed that the Bul- 
garians continue to commit atroct- 
ties on our soldiers when they fall 
into their hands.

“Our aviators have used their ma- 
chine guns very effectively against 
the retreating enemy troops.” 

BULGARS REPORT.

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N HERTLING'S WAIL. 
The speech of Count von Hertling, the 
German Chancellor, echoes through the 


halls of the Reichstag and throughout the 


world as a cry of dismay and foreboding. 

It is of greater and deeper significance 
than the whining speech of the Kaiser at 
Essen. 

With a candor almost terrible the Chan- 
cullor reveals the waning morale of the Ger- 
man Empire. He reveals the dread of Prus- 
sia to face the dark night that must inev- 
itably follow “that day.” 

The war lords of Prussia now stand even 
in greater dread of the German people and 
of the disillusioned and outraged countries 
of South Germany than they do of the cer- 
tain victories of the Allies. His speech 
hints throughout of a revolt to follow the 
war. In the nature of things, they know 
they can expect a certain degree of mercy 
and justice from the victorious Allies, From 
the deceived German people the war lords 
have nothing to hope. 

The keynote of the speech is a plea to 
give Prussia time in which to reform her 
arrogant ways before wreaking upon her 
the just punishment for having brought this 
debacle upon the German people. 

In the course of five or six paragraphs 
the Chancellor manages to blame the war on 
the late King Edward VII; upon the weak- 
ness of the Czar; upon the military party 
of Russia (which was rotten with pro-Ger- 
manism as he neglected to mention); and 
upon Premier Clemenceau of France. 

Some of the business men of America, 
whose incomes are.to be taxed up to 65 per 
cent., must feel somewhat queerly upon 
reading that paragraph of the Chancellor's 
speech in which he wildly declares that the 
United States rejoices over the war because 
of the money we are making out of it. 
Throughout the speech the Chancellor 
keeps referring to the German invasion of 
Belgium. There is, no doubt, some decency 
left in the German people which revolted 
at this great act of treachery. It is plain 
that the German government dreads to face 
its people with this blot on its escutcheon. 

The Chancellor brings up the old plea 
that Germany feared for Belgium's good 
faith; and that other old alibi that they had 
offered Belgium peace; he even drags out 
the pitiable old fake that England was just 
as dishonest with regard to the neutrality 
of Greece. But lastly he drops all excuses 
and walls that the crime was necessary for 
the defense of Germany. 

The real philosophy behind the rape of 
Belgium. was Prussia’s military doctrine 
that everything is forgiven to a _ victor; 
nothing ig forgiven to a loser. Prussia 
boasted the doctrine when she believed her 
self a winner; she is trying to whine out 
of the loser’s bitter fate now that victory 
has slipped away. 

And it will be noted that nowhere in the 
address does the Chancellor hold out to the 
Germans any hope of victory. 

That part of the Chancellor's speech 
wherein he refers to Germany's domestic af- 
faire is an astonishing historical document. 
It is plain that the situation has gone be- 
yond all camouflage; beyond all attempts at 
artistic palliation. Prussia has dragged 
Germany into a lost war and she trembies 
at what awaits her. 

“The period after the war,” says the 
Chancellor, “will also confront us with new 
domestic problems. I will not speak of these 
now; but, as I know that the prevailing dis- 
content is influenced not alone by the suf- 
fering and worries of war time, but also by 
quite definite cares and erievances of a 
politica] nature, I wil] make some brief re- 
marks upon the subject.” 

In other words, Prussia is facing with 
dread a great revolution of the down-trod- 
den, cowed German people. The military 
caste have spoken their piece and the door 
is being held open for them in a significant 
manner. 

A little later on in the address, Von Hert- 
ling speaks meaningly of the Prussian re- 
form bill and says the government is firm 
in its determination to have it accepted. 


He begged his hearers, however, to “remem- 


ber that this question was one of a far- 
reaching alteration in the historical struc- 
ture of the Prussian state and that it would 
be unfair i¢ the representatives of the old 
order were not given tiie opportunity of 
defending their standpoint in Parliament.” 

But he adds: “Should we not succeed in 
attaining our contemplated aim in Parlia- 
mentary debate, then another way ind! 


cated by the constitution will be pursued.” 


The siguificance of these words is plain to 
any one familiar with the structure of the 
German government. The real meaning of 
the Chancellor's words ig this: 

“In the past the/military caste have 
ground down the common people like yel- 
low dogs. In Prussia, only landed and rich 
people have been allowed to vote. They 
have been driven into this war like cattle 
by a government in which they had no 
voice. We realize that we must make & 
change. We will pass the Prussian reform

The glory of these so- 
called drives is that they are not drives at 
all, because every State, every community 
and nearly every citizen wants to lead, and 
when everyone desires to lead in the ac 
complishment of a worthy enterprise the 
word drive is a misnomer. The United 
War Work Campaign, like every other pa- 
triotic campaign since the war started, is 
a drive in the interests of the United States 
and of every citizen in the country, as well 
as for the welfare of all the people of all 
the Allied countries. Every drive in Amer- 
ica is a drive against the Hun. The bayo- 
nets that sent the Boches reeling back from 
Chateau Thierry were not six feet long— 
they wen more than 6000 mies long and 
the hilts of them were held in the hands of 
American Liberty Bond buyers. Between 
November 11 and November 18 the people 
of America are asked to subscribe $170,- 
500,000 for the physical, mental and moral 
welfare of our great Liberty Army. It will 
be the greatest soldiers’ benefit drive ever 
undertaken. Associated together in the 


“work of collecting this stupendous sum will 


be the Young Men's Christian Association, 
the Young Women’s Christian Association, 
the War Camp Community Service, the 
Knights of Columbus, the American Library 
Association, the Jewish Welfare Board and 
the Salvation Army.
